1, It la our 'indaratandinf that under the ahadov of a p'?aai<>le nuclear 
war ardalng out of unrfraclvod conflict e between the two antagoniatic political 
block neither the United States, aor the Soviet Union will venture an active 
policy la order to expand their leapectlve power and doctrlnea over the territory 
controled by their opponents, and, therefore, the world la faced with a prolonged 
ataleoate of 00 — existence bneed on mutual fear of total destruction. The reaolo*- 
tion of the Cuban criaia and its imnedlate refleohion upon the exile cause are 
clear indication for the pattern of international relations that ia shaping and 
our organisation, having as its prlinary and ultimate goal the liberation of Bul- 
garia from comnonisu ie faced with the alternatives to either conform tc 
pattern, ergo, to aboidon its basic goal, or tc evolve policies, strategy and 
tactics openly opposed to vhat appear to be official United States policies.

Presently we are faced with certain revlltlos which oblige us to 
seek the assistance of the US Governr.snt so th?t the organization tc continue 
Its activities for the benefit of the liberation cause, to win friends for 
the UB are**’' Bul^rians of our persuasion, count er>aet cooananipt efforts tc 
d’^^troy us ^s its most dangerous opponent and to be able to take part In the 
reconstruction of future free Bulgaria. 

14. By now we have carried activities Ic exile which cannot be matched 
by any other Bulgarian organization abroad, perticulhrly those which %ave been 
gen-^roAsly flnrnccd by the US (rovernaent with hundtsd of thousjinds of dollars. 

Our activities have been financed exclusively by meager contributions by the 
member of our organization - factory worker, office employees, professional men. 
It will be a great service to communism If the activities of our org^inlzstlon, 
because of finance dlfflcultitrs. here to be reduce. It Is by all means evident 
that the kind of actlvStiee cr.rried by our organisation without fln;*nclal help 
from outside are on Illustration of our potentialities which would be developped 
auich more effectively If we had been treated differently by the US agencies.

BultsHrl’^n - now and in the future. Ve also hope that thle Me-iorandum will ’ 
open a new phaae in the rel^aione bet**edn the Bulgarian H.^tlonal Tront and 
the United States OoTerntient and e nev era In American BalL^'orlen reletlone*
